the so da in milk, stir into the but­ 
ter mixture and whip smo o th. 
Sift 
cream o f ta rta r in the measured 
sifted flo ur twice, stir into the liq­ 
uid, adding by deg rees the beaten 
eg g whites.

fruit mixture, last o f all add the 
candied pineapple, cut fine.

Set in a baking dish in which 
there is a little water and bake in a moderate 
oven about 3 0 minutes or until soft.

S U M M E R S Q U A S H S O U F F L E 
You may use winter squash in this same way 
if you like. 
To two cups of mashed steamed 
aquash add two beaten eggs, one teaspoon 
catsup or chili sauce and enough salt and pepper 
to season well. 
Beat the mixture with a fork till smooth 
and light and put into a baking dish. 
Bake 
about 3 0 minutes or until browned. 
Serve 
with a tiny cup of chili sauce by its side. 


S P IC E C A K E 
Cream together 1-2 cup shortening and two 
cups sifted brown sugar. 
Sift together 2 1-2 
cups flour, 1-2 teaspoon salt, 2 teaspoons cin­ 
namon, 1-2 teaspoon allspice, 
1-2 teaspoon 
powdered cloves, 1-2 teaspoon nutmeg, I tea­ 
spoon cocoa, 1-2 teaspoon soda, I teaspoon 
baking powder.

H E business of maintaining an attractive 
and well-furnished home is a two-sided 
proposition.

Some furniture is being made on 
which the regular upholstery is in reality a 
cover, securely fastened into place with zippers. 
When the top covering is “ zipped” off to be 
cleaned or to escape summer weather, a second 
cheaper, but durable, upholstery comes into 
view. 
This can be used as long as desired.

For Beauty

N E of your greatest charms is a beauti­ 
fully erect carriage. 
VC hen you stand 
and walk in a careless, indifferent manner, 
your chest sinks in, the spine forms a bow, and 
the abdomen, of course, is thrust forward. Tha 
entire picture is unnatural and leads to a poor 
degree of health. 
Arrayed in scant clothing, practice the fol­ 
lowing simple pose before a mirror. F latten out 
the shoulder blades. 
Thrust the chm upward 
and forward. 
Draw in the abdomen. 
Die 
chest naturally fills out and assumes its natural 
position. 
It is important that vou cultivate this position 
until it becomes second nature. 
I o some girls 
the forward droop and slouch with consequent 
round shoulders and hollow chest, has become 
so ingrained that the flesh is stronger than the 
will. 
In such a case we must have recourse 
to shoulder braces. 


A F T E R having learned how to hold th e tru n k 
x 
properly, the next step is deep breathing, for 
the average woman breathes with only p art of 
her lungs. 
There are two exercises for chest develop­ 
ment which you should follow faithfully. 
I he 
first is called the chanticleer. 
Double each arm upon itself until the slightly- 
clasped hand rests in front of the corresponding 
shoulder top. 
Move the doubled-up arras up 
and down 10, 20 or more times. 
Rest, and 
with the hands still on the shoulders or top of 
the arm, flap the elbows backward as far as pos­ 
sible, drawing in a long breath at the same time. 
Then bring the elbows forcibly forward, exhal­ 
ing the while. 
This exercise when pursued systematically 
fills in the hollows all around the arm and 
shoulder joint. 


S IM P L E exercise to bury the shoulder 
blades is clasping the hands behind the 
back. 
This is not easy to do and it must be 
done in a certain way to get results. 
The right 
arm is thrown back over the right shoulder to­ 
ward the left. 
The left arm clasps the side 
of the chest, the elbow directed back and up. 
I he left hand reaches up behind to clasp the 
right hand as it stretches down to meet it. 
Die 
hands must clasp over the shoulder blades. 
Reverse this exercise with the arms in the 
opposite position. 
\ our perseverance and forc­ 
ible efforts at reaching backwards to make the 
hands meet, and if possible to clasp them, or 
even to grip the finger tips, brings into action 
every muscle of the chest and back. 
It is an 
exercise which greatly beautifies the shoulders.

He is a Czecho-Slovakian manufacturer of 
shoes who has started the whole shoe industry 
of the w’orld to guessing. He sent a group of 
men from his country after the war to this 
country to learn the art of shoe making.

that time the United States had the best shoe­ 
makers in the world. 
For style, for variety, 
and for durability, they practically controlled 
the markets of the whole world. 
The best 
shoes in the European market were Ameri­ 
can shoes. 
Today, many of the shoe manufac­ 
turers of the country want a tariff on shoes

Bata does an annual business of $35,000,000. 
and he is increasing it continually. 
72 per 
cent of the shoes shipped into the United States, 
amounting to some $6.000,000, are shipped in 
by Thomas Bata. He has seven stores in Chi­ 
cago, selling shoes of the best make at $3-95- 
Where he finds a tariff against him, he builds 
a factory in the country which would shut 
out his shoes, and competes successfully with 
the native manufacturers. 
Much of the secret of Bata’s success is in 
, the efficiency of his methods and the treat­ 
ment of his workers. The average wages paid 
to male skilled help is $13.50 in our money; 
to female help, $8.50. 
But in addition they 
receive an annual bonus which at the present 
time doubles those wages. 
In addition, his 
help buy food and merchandise at the com­ 
pany stores at cost. 
In Prague he has built 
a model village for 2000 families. 
Here the 
worker may have a house of four rooms, with 
electricity and bath, for 50 to 75 cents per 
week. 
He has built one boarding house ac­ 
commodating 800 young unmarried men. These 
are but a few of the provisions made for his 
workers. 
Czecho Slovakia is one of the most progres­ 
sive and successful of the new states created 
by the treaty of Versailles. 
That success is 
due in large measure to men like Bata.
